I recently went to France for a holiday 
and to visit my real dad (as opposed to 
my step dad who has been the dad I 
grew up with). 

My real dad now has terminal cancer 
that was mistaken for indigestion at 
the stage when it could have been 
caught in time. 

We’ve had about 15 years demystifying 
ourselves to each other at a gentle pace 
since the day my brother and I tracked 
him down. We found him by using old 
telephone directories to ring people in 
the right area with the right surname 
and we got lucky. 

Not long after our reunion he left his 
second wife, retired from his job as a 
psychiatric nursing manager and went 
to live in France. 

He ran marathons and lived a healthy 
life so the heart bypass operation he 
underwent last year was a shock. And 
once someone has been through 
something like that you feel that they 
have had their fair share of trauma. It 
somehow made the cancer doubly 
shocking.

I wasn’t expecting him to have the 
energy to see all of us but he had never 
met his grand-daughter Bonnie and 
had only seen Billy as a baby.

We chatted about a lot of stuff. The 
French health service is very good but 
he thinks we don’t know how lucky we 
are to have the NHS in Britain. We nit- 
pick at it and debate it and wonder 
whether to get rid of it but we never 
celebrate our luck for having it. 
Incredibly he mustered the energy for 
a day with us and his grandchildren at 
an amazing French theme park called 
Puy du Fou. 

We had to head back to England the 
next day and said goodbye amid fake 
medieval castles and musical fountain 
gardens. It didn’t solve all life’s prob¬ 
lems, but it felt good to have celebrat¬ 
ed our luck.

A dentist from 
Northamptonshire who 
appeared in last night's 
episode of the Great 
British Bake-Off has 
described her experi¬ 
ence as ‘amazing'. 

Deborah Manger, 51, 
was one of 13 contestants 
who appeared in the 
opening episode for the 
fourth series last night. 
The show saw them faced 
with 3 different cake 
challenges before one of 
them was eliminated. 

Deborah, who has been 
an avid baker from a 
young age, applied for 
the show after being 
inspired to seize more of 
life’s opportunities. 

The mother of one ran 
into a few difficulties, 
coming in ninth place 
during the technical 
challenge. She said: “It’s 
difficult cooking in a 
new environnment, 
especially with a camera 
in your face. 

“It takes time to get 
used to a new equipment 
and to work out the 
kinks; it adds to the 
stress.” 

The show, which hit TV 
screens in 2010, sees con¬ 
testants baking different 
goods in front of judges 
famed food-writer Mary 
Berry and celebrity chef 
Paul Hollywood. 

Deborah described the 
atmosphere on set as 
‘relaxed’ and praised the 
crew on their ability to 
keep contestants calm. 


She said: “They were so 
amazing. At times you 
forgot that you were 
working in front of a 
camera.” 

And despite not being 
the Star Baker for the 


week, she remains posi¬ 
tive. She said: “The judg¬ 
ing was entirely fair. We 
were all given the same 
conditions to work 
under. I was anxious but 
I had a great time.”

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Everything is on track for £20m station 


Work on the £20m Northampton 
Train Station started on Monday. 
LAWRENCE JOHN spoke to the main 
men behind the project 



"re¬ 



construction of the new and 
improved Northampton Railway 
Station has started. 

Located in the Northampton 
Enterprise Zone, the £20m develop¬ 
ment will support continued eco¬ 
nomic growth in the town. 

At twice the size of the present sta¬ 
tion, the 2,500 sqm building will 
offer more capacity and improved 
facilities, including bigger and bet¬ 
ter shops, cafes and waiting areas. 

Over coming weeks, foundation 
piles are being driven into the 
ground, marking the start of con¬ 
struction. 

John Markham, Chairman of West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation said: “After years of 
planning, design and securing 
resources, seeing work start on the 
station is a special moment for the 
town. The scheme is at the forefront 
of Northampton’s regeneration.” 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley added: “What a great day 
this is for Northampton witn work 
stating on the building of our new 


station which will be open and 
ready in under two years. 

“This is sending out a message to 
businesses from London, from other 
parts of the country and indeed 
globally such they wish to relocate 
to this town. 

“If they come here they will see a 
station which will see Northampton 
is a town which is alive and on the 
move.” 

Cllr Jim Harker, Leader of 
Northamptonshire County Council, 
said the redevelopment of railway 
station is a key element in the 
regeneration of Northampton and 
in bringing prosperity to the county 
as a whole. 

He said: “The county council is 
pleased to be playing a major part 
in the project, working with part¬ 
ners to bring it forward today. 
Northampton Railway Station is the 
principal gateway to Northampton 
and it is right that we should all 
work together to give it the impor¬ 
tance and status that it needs to 
attract more inward investment and 
create a prosperous economy.” 

Leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, Cllr David Mackintosh, 
said: “At last we will have a railway 
station worthy of a town the size 
and importance of Northampton. 

As a key gateway to the Enterprise 
Zone, this will be a facility we can 
be proud of and will present a fit¬ 
ting welcome for visitors to our 
town. This announcement is one of 
the most significant signals yet that 
Northampton is Alive and open for 
business.”

Crackdown to hit 
rogue landlords

A senior councillor has hit 
out at rogue landlords 
describing them as a ‘cancer 
which needs to be cut out’ 
from the town. 

Speaking to the Herald & 
Post, councillor Mary 
Markham, the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, outlined a 
hard line approach set to be 
taken by Northampton 
Borough Council. 

The local authority has 
appointed an experienced 
officer as the head of the pri¬ 


vate rented sector at the bor¬ 
ough council. This lead offic¬ 
er has come from Oxford 
where he set up legislation for 
multiple occupancy and the 
council hopes he can do the 
same for Northampton. 

The town is suffering from 
cases where landlords are 
exploiting vulnerable tenants 
in overcrowded and unsuita¬ 
ble properties. 

Cllr Markham said: “It 
(rogue landlords) is like a 
cancer and it needs to be cut 
out. 

“This issue has expanded at 
a rate which the authority 
had not legislated for and 


now we are trying to get on 
top of it. We have launched a 
consultation exercise where 
we will be asking people what 
problems the community has 
and how people’s lives are 
effected by these house of 
multiple occupancy. 

“For landlords this is just a 
money making exercise and 
the neighbours have to suffer 
by going through the pain 
barrier. 

“There are properties which 
are three stories with five 
people living in them. 

“Multiple occupancy is tak¬ 
ing homes away from fami¬ 
lies.”

Licensing committee 
‘appalled’ by CCTV

Northampton Borough 
Council Licensing Sub- 
Committee has said they 
were ‘appalled’ by CCTV 
footage of a nightclub 
before revoking its licence. 

Lost in St Peter’s Square 
now faces closure since 
having its licence revoked 
at the meeting on Friday 
after it was found to have 
breached a number of its 
conditions. 

Police confirmed they 
had launched an investiga¬ 
tion after concerns about 
the number of assaults at 
the premises which has 


had a licence since 
November 24, 2005. 

During the meeting it was 
stated that on June 25 PC 
Bryan reported that he 
‘received an email express¬ 
ing concern regarding the 
general operation of Lost 
and CCTV from the prem¬ 
ises was never available 
when requested and did 
not cover the entrance to 
the premises.’ 

Police were also con¬ 
cerned about images on 
social media of customers 
drinking from bottles 
despite an agreed condi¬ 
tion to not have bottles at 
the site. 

In a final statement the 
committee said: “The inci¬ 


dents which were in the 
control of the Premises 
Licence Holder and his 
staff left the Sub¬ 
committee very disap¬ 
pointed. 

“The Sub-Committee 
were appalled at what had 
taken place at these prem¬ 
ises. 

“All of these things gave 
the Sub-Committee reason 
to believe that the licensing 
objectives, 

in particular the 
Prevention of Crime and 
Disorder and Public Safety 
had not been upheld, and 
the Sub-Committee did not 
have confidence they 
would be upheld in the 
future if kept under the 


same management. 

“The Sub-Committee 
were also concerned that 
neither the ex DPS, Johnny 
Simpson who was now the 
named manager, nor the 
DPS Mr Randle, could 
answer questions on the 
basic principles of the 
Licensing laws.” 

They concluded: “The Sub 
Committee had a duty to 
ensure that members of the 
public were kept in a safe 
environment. 

“The most appropriate 
action was to revoke the 
premises licence.” 

Nightclub owners have 
chosen to appeal against 
the decision to the magis¬ 
trates court.

A Labour councillor is calling for the Tories 
‘two green sack policy' put in the bin before it 
starts. 

Cllr Gareth Eales who represents the Spencer 
ward on Northampton Borough Council said 
he has already been contacted by residents 
who have expressed their concern since hear¬ 
ing about the new collection scheme. 

Last week, the borough council announced 
from September 16, refuse will be collected in 
new green sacks. 

Every household will be limited to a maxi¬ 
mum of two green sacks per household each 
week and no other type of sack will be col¬ 
lected by the crews. 

A six-month supply of green sacks with the 
council and partnership logos will be deliv¬ 
ered to households during the week of 
September 2, together with a leaflet explain¬ 
ing what they need to know and where they 
can find information about how to reduce 
their waste and recycle more. 

Households needing extra recycling boxes 
can contact the council. 

Cllr Eales said: “I have had a number of resi¬ 
dents contact me to express their strong dis¬ 
approval since this story broke. 

“I have been contacted not just by residents 
in Spencer but also in Kings Heath and St. 
James which I represent on the county coun¬ 
cil. 

“NBC & Enterprise must drop this policy for 
two reasons. 


“The first is that residents don’t want it and 
two it is likely to be unworkable. 

“Two green sacks per household is for many 
just not enough and I fear that we may see an 
increase in fly tipping and a host of other envi¬ 
ronmental problems due to this. 

“What about those living in flats or houses 
with multiple occupancy? 

“How will Enterprise know who has put 
more than two green sacks out for the week 
when rubbish is put into communal areas? 

“I understand the need to reduce the amount 
of rubbish going to landfill, but it needs to be 
a policy and an approach that works. 

“This I fear isn’t it. 

Cllr Eales wants this policy too be dropped 
as he felt it is already proving to be deeply 
unpopular even before it has been launched. 

He feels two bags is not enough and people 
will end up with bags of rubbish they cannot 
get rid of. 

He added: “The reason we are told this came 
about is when the contract was being set up 
under the previous Lib Dem Administration, 
in their tender submission Enterprise pro¬ 
posed to limit the number of sacks being col¬ 
lected from those properties that receive sack 
collections in the hope this might encourage 
recycling. 

“It was wrong for the previous Lib Dem 
Administration to allow this to be put into the 
contract and it is a big misjudgement on the 
Tories part in not being able to foresee the 
problems it will cause. 

“I hope Enterprise and Northampton 
Borough Council reconsider as this will cause 
problems for many people.”

A community post office will 
be temporarily closing next 
month due to the sub-poster- 
misress retiring. 

Semilong residents fear this 
could be a permanent change 
if potential owners do not 
come forward. 

County cllr for St George 
Sarah Uldall, of St George’s 
Avenue, Semilong, has issued 
a newsletter to residents who 
may be affected by a closure. 

She said: “We are looking to 
launch an appeal to find a 
new sub-postmaster. 

“If they do not find one soon 
then it will close.” 

Semilong mum-of-four 
Hilary Scott, 44, of Hester 
Street, said: “It’s an incredi¬ 
bly nice and important 
resource for the community. 
It’s always busy, it would be a 
terrible shame to lose. 

“I’m lucky I have a car, but 
as a mum chances are it 
would mean having to drag 
my kids on a road trip to get to 
the nearest post office - 
instead of just being able to 
walk down the road!” 

A Post Office spokesperson 


said: “Due to the retirement 
of the sub-postmaster and 
the withdrawal of the prem¬ 
ises for Post Office use, 
Semilong Post Office will be 
closing temporarily on 
September 25. 

“We are investigating all the 
options to enable us to rein¬ 
state a Post Office service to 
the local community. 

“The future service will 
need to reflect customer 
numbers to make it sustaina¬ 
ble for operator and for Post 
Office Limited, so we may 


take the opportunity to 
establish an alternative type 
of service. 

“This may be an outreach 
service where a subpostmas¬ 
ter from a nearby branch 
offers the facility, or a new 
style branch known as a Post 
Office local. 

“Post Office locals run 
alongside an established 
local shop and create a more 
modern and convenient 
retail experience for custom¬ 
ers in newly refurbished 
premises.”

But Michael Kenny, Director 
of Blind at Business, which 
the team was raising funds 
for, said “We all think it’s A 
fantastic that the team, 
climbed even one ofj 
those mountains, in 
howling winds and 
rain and misery and 
are very grateful for 
the support and 
contributions this ^ 
expedition has raised for 
the charity” 

Northampton man Matthew 
Pateman, of the Sight and Sound 
Technology, revealed the deci¬ 
sion to head home on Facebook 
over the weekend. 

Fie said: “Am massively proud of 
our Three Peaks Team for taking 
on this challenge, but am gutted 
to announce that Snowdon was a 
mountain too far. We battled 
though 70mph winds, hail, freez-

ing fog, constant heavy tain and 
darkness but on safety grounds 
could not go any further. 

“Bringing three visually 
impaired people down in the 
dark at Nevis was challenging 
enough, but facing Snowdon for a 
dark, rain and hail filled ascent 
and descent was just too much - 
the climbers safety has to come 
first. 

“All the climbers have agreed 
that we will attempt Snowdon 
again soon together hopefully 
^vith better weather.

Personal experiences have 
helped create our past and 
will shape our future.

Bronte has felt the pressure 
to look perfect many youths 
experience and she is using 
this as the basis for her novel. 

She said: “This book is 
about body image. 

“Body image is something 
which young girls are look¬ 
ing at all the time. 

“They see models and wish 
they looked like them. 

“This type of issue happens 
to girls aged between 12-14 
years-old. 



“I was very similar to what 
they went through and are 
going through. 

“I wanted to look like a cer¬ 
tain person, I started using 
make-up and wanted to be 
thin, 

“I wanted to get ‘the look’ 
and I felt if I could achieve 
this then I would fit in. 

“It was a problem of chas¬ 
ing something I could not 
reach and probably never 
would. 

“The inspiration for this 
book came from what I had 
gone through. 

“It was definitely through 
all the experiences I had. 

“It depends on which chap¬ 
ter I am writing as some tend 
to flow easier and faster. 


“In others I have to do 
research which can get tech¬ 
nical and this takes time. 

“Writing this book has 
taught me a lot about what I 
want to do. 

“This would be something I 
would like to do for a living. 

“It was only when I became 
15-years-old that I started to 
grow into a different person. 

“I hope to be an inspiration 
to everyone who’s been told 
they weren’t good enough. 

“By entering the competi¬ 
tion I was able to feel com¬ 
fortable about my own body. 

“I do not feel like I used to 
but I am more comfortable 
with whom I am.”

Graphic designer 
jailed for 5 months

Lee Childs, a graphic design¬ 
er of Thomas Chapman 
Grove, Northampton, was 
sentenced to five months 
imprisonment at Harrow 
Crown Court on Friday for 
harassment towards his ex 
partner and for being in pos¬ 
session of a 14” bladed 
machete. He was also hand¬ 
ed a five year restraining 
order. 

Childs was arrested in 
December after officers from 
Harrow CID and 
Northamptonshire Police 
jointly executed search war¬ 
rants at his business premis¬ 
es in Northampton and his 
home address after receiving 
allegations of harass¬ 
ment from his ex-part¬ 
ner. 

During the search¬ 
es, officers seized 
computer equip¬ 
ment containing 
valuable evi¬ 
dence from his 
business prem¬ 
ises and a 14” 
bladed 
machete was also 


found hidden in his car. 

Childs was subsequently 
charged with the offences in 
April. 

The victim, a professional 
business woman, contacted 
police in Harrow after dis¬ 
covering that malicious busi¬ 
ness cards had been printed 
in her name showing her 
home address, phone num¬ 
ber and photograph, adver¬ 
tising adult massage services 
and late night visits to her 
home address. 

These cards were posted 
through neighbour’s doors 
and placed in phone boxes 
near her home. 

This was particularly wor¬ 
rying for the victim as she 
was receiving unnerving 
calls of an adult nature and 
visits to her home, day and 
night from unknown men. 

These cards were also 
sent to the head¬ 
mistress of the 
school her chil¬ 
dren attended 
with an accompa¬ 
nying letter saying 
that they had been 
found attached to 
trees near the school. 
Childs was convicted 



Stalker Childs jailed on Friday 

of producing and distributing 
these offensive cards. 

Childs also set up fake pro¬ 
files on social networking 
sites using fictitious names in 
an attempt to contact her and 
also to contacting the Inland 
Revenue to report concerns 
regarding her company’s tax 
payments.

BID zone expanding 
if traders vote yes

Every business in Wellingborough 
Road in Northampton is being 
invited to a forum to discuss the 
benefits of setting up a Business 
Improvement District. 

Business owners will be able to 
find out how establishing a BID 
could work to attract more visitors 
and improve the Wellingborough 
Road area. 

The forum will be introduced by 
Cllr Jonathan Nunn, Northampton 
Borough Council’s assistant cabinet 
member for regeneration, enter¬ 
prise and planning and will include 
speakers, Sue Roberts, Chair of the 
Northampton Town Centre BID, 
Sara Homer, Chair of the Brackmills 
BID and Ian Ferguson, Director of 
Partnerships for Better Business 
(UK). 

Northampton currently has two 
successful Business Improvement 


Districts, at Brackmills and the 
town centre, which have both been 
running for a number of years. 

Both BIDs have the power to man¬ 
age their own trading environment, 
funded by a small levy on their busi¬ 
ness rates that creates a pot of 
money that can be used to deliver 
extra services. 

Business Improvement Districts 
aim to encourage businesses to 
work with the council improving 
their surrounding areas, not only 
for their businesses but for custom¬ 
ers and visitors. 

Northampton town centre BID has 
already carried out initiatives such 
as, introducing town centre rang¬ 
ers, promoting and sponsoring 
many town centre events such as 
Northampton by the Sea, Go Safari 
and the Riverside Festival and par¬ 
ticipating in the successful Britain 
in Bloom awards. 

Cllr David Mackintosh, Leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “We are always committed to

Defamation Act 2013 expected to come into force later 
this year. 

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the current UK 
libel laws as antiquated, costly, unfair and stifling freedom 
of expression and legitimate debate. Long awaited reform 
is almost here - with the passed Defamation Act 2013 
expected to come into force later this year. 

So what will be the main changes? 

• All claimants must prove serious harm to reputation in 
order to bring a claim. Trivial claims should not clog the 
Courts in future. 

• Corporate claimants must also show serious financial 
loss (immediate or anticipated loss). This will allow 
greater freedom of expression by preventing large 
corporations from using the threat of libel action to 
silence critics. 

• Defences of truth, honest opinion and public interest 
are simplified in statutory form. This will replace the 
previous common law defences of justification, fair or 
honest comment. 

• Operators of websites hosting online posts will have a 
defence if they are not the author and it is possible for 
the claimant to identify the author. New regulations will 
be introduced to create a procedure for complaints as 
to online posts and what a website operator must do in 
response. This will hopefully simplify the process needed 
to identify a poster hiding behind anonymity. 

• Greater protection for peer-reviewed scientific and 
academic journals. 

• A single publication rule so online material is deemed 
published once, when originally posted and that will 
be the relevant date for limitation purposes (one year 
limitation period running from that date). 

• A limit to the English Court's jurisdiction if a claimant is 
not domiciled in England and Wales. This is intended to 
bring an end to the perception of libel tourism but will 
still allow a foreign domiciled claimant to sue for libel 
in England. 

• There will no longer be a presumption of jury trial. 

• The Court will have statutory power to compel a 
defendant to publish a judgment summary and/or 
remove defamatory statements from websites or from 
distribution. As most cases settle this will not have 
enormous practical effect but the requirement to publish 
a judgment summary should be powerful as the wording, 
time, manner and place of publication will be determined 
by the Court where not agreed between the parties. 

All of these changes are necessary, valuable and largely 
uncontroversial. So why is Northern Ireland not planning 
to adopt the new legislation? Won't publishers and media 
companies be reluctant to set up business in Northern 
Ireland as a consequence? There will also be a difficulty in 
sanitising content for Northern Ireland. 

In the UK, these changes should lead to a reduction in 
complexity and cost. This is good news.

MADRAS FISH OURRY OF

SERVES 4-6 


flavour of the exquisite snapper in that 
dish because fish oil, when it’s perfectly 
fresh, is very nice to eat. I always think 
oily fish goes well with curry anyway, 
particularly with the flavours of tomatoes, 
tamarind and curry leaves. 


I have written at some length in the main 
introduction about finding this curry, 
which I have nominated as my favourite. 
I’ve used the same fish it was cooked with 
on that day in Mamallapuram - snapper 
- but in the UK I recommend using any 
of the following: monkfish fillet, because 
you get firm slices of white, meaty fish; 
filleted bass, preferably a large fish, 
because although you’ll get softer flesh 
it has plenty of flavour; or gurnard. I think 
more than anything else that this dish 
typifies what I was saying about really 
fresh fish not being ruined by a spicy 
curry. I can still remember the slightly oily 



INGREDIENTS 

60ml vegetable oil 
1 tbsp yellow 
mustard seeds 

1 large onion, finely chopped 

15g/3 cloves garlic, finely crushed 
30 fresh curry leaves 

2 tsp Kashmiri chilli powder 
2 tsp ground coriander 

2 tsp turmeric 

400g can chopped tomatoes 
100ml Tamarind liquid 
2 green chillies, each sliced lengthways 
into 6 pieces, with seeds 
1 tsp salt 

700g snapper fillets, cut into 5cm chunks

METHOD 


Heat the oil in a heavy-based saucepan 
or karahi over a medium heat. When 
hot, add the mustard seeds and fry for 
30 seconds, then stir in the onion and 
garlic and fry gently for about 10 minutes 
until softened and lightly golden. Add the 
curry leaves, chilli powder, coriander and 
turmeric and fry for 2 minutes, then stir 
in the tomatoes, tamarind liquid, green 
chillies and salt and simmer for about 10 
minutes until rich and reduced. Add the 
fish, cook for a further 5 minutes or until 
just cooked through, and serve with plain 
rice.

Thoran is a dry vegetable curry from 
Kerala made from whatever fresh 
vegetables are around-snake beans, 
unripe jack fruit, sag (leafy vegetables), 
even green tomatoes. Taking a very 
common and normally in season 
vegetable in the UK, like cabbage, I’ve 
worked on this dish to produce my own 
version, which means I’ve kept faithful 
to the essential ingredients of mustard 
seeds, green chillies, ginger and, above 
all, grated coconut, but I have made the 
dish as quick as possible to produce. 


INGREDIENTS 

3 tbsp coconut oil 
or vegetable oil 
2 tsp black mustard seeds 
2 tbsp fresh curry leaves 

1 tsp cumin seeds 

2 dried Kashmiri chillies, each broken 
into 3or 4 pieces 

30g/6cm ginger, finely grated into a 
paste 

Vfctsp turmeric 

1 tsp salt 

y 2 tsp coarsely ground 
black pepper 

250g hispi or pointed spring cabbage 
(or spring greens), shredded into 5mm 
pieces 

2 carrots, diced 

2 fresh green chillies, sliced into thin 
rounds, with seeds 

lOOg fresh or frozen coconut flesh, 
blitzed in a food processor or grated 

To serve 

Boiled basmati rice and poppadoms 


METHOD 

Heat the oil in a heavy-based saucepan 
or karahi set over a medium heat, and 
when hot, add the mustard seeds 
followed by the curry leaves, cumin 
seeds and dried chillies. 

Stir for about 30 seconds, then add the 
ginger paste, turmeric, salt and black 
pepper and fry for 30 seconds. 

Stir in the cabbage and carrots and 
cook, covered, over a medium heat for 
5-7 minutes or until the vegetables are 
tender, adding a splash of water if they 
start to stick to the pan. 

Stir in the green chillies and coconut, 
heat through for a minute and serve. 
Serve with rice and poppadoms.

The Peugeot 208 is so dramatically improved 
over the 206 and 207 models that it’s almost as if 
it’s skipped a couple of generations. Any true car 
lover will love the fact that Peugeot is getting its 
mojo back again after some lean years and the 208 
is a supermini that now makes a convincing case 
for itself, even in its least expensive three cylinder 
1.0-litre VTi petrol guise. 

It’s not an immediately obvious candidate for 
delivering much in the way of fun. The 208 is a 
big car and an 68bhp engine would appear to be 
chronically underpowered, but understand this: the 
1.0-litre three cylinder engine is so much lighter 
than, say, the 1.4-litre four you’ll find further up 
the 208 range that their power to weight ratios 
are hardly any different. The three cylinder engine 
takes 95 kilos out of the car’s front end.

Left-back Joe Widdowson says he 
is enjoying his extra licence to 
roam forward after being encour¬ 
aged to attack more by Cobblers 
boss Aidy Boothroyd. 

That advice paid dividends 
almost immediately for 
Northampton at Southend United 
last Saturday, as despite the fact 
they went down 2-0, it was 
Widdowson’s burst into the box 
after seven minutes that won 
Town a penalty. 

Striker Roy O’Donovan missed 
the resultant spot kick and things 
soon went from bad to worse for 
the Cobblers, as Chris Hackett 
was sent off for two bookings 
inside half an hour, before goals 
from Anthony Straker and Freddy 
Eastwood signalled defeat for 
Boothroyd’s side. 

However, Widdowson’s stand 
out display was a positive to take 
from the defeat and he said get¬ 
ting into offensive positions is 
something he wants to do more. 

“The manager always encourag¬ 
es me to get forward, he was a full¬ 
back himself and likes people to 
express themselves, which I like,” 
said Widdowson. 

“Getting forward is something I 
enjoy doing, it’s part of my game. I 
managed to win a penalty and Roy 
was unlucky not to put it away. 

“I’m a defender, so I’ve got to 
make sure I’m defending well, first 
and foremost, in whatever game at 
any time. But if your defending is 
good then obviously the attacking 
is something you can add to it, 
depending on the game and the 
situation.” 

Defeat at Roots Hall was the 
Cobblers’ second loss from as 
many games on the road in League 
Two so far and Widdowson admits 


having a man sent off at both York 
and Southend has cost them dear. 

He said: “We’re only three games 
in but, in the two away games 
we’ve played, we perhaps haven’t 
helped ourselves in a sense with 
the red cards. 

“When you’re playing away from 
home, you want to be strong and 
resilient and that becomes a lot 
harder when you go down to 10. 

“We need to keep 11 players on 
the pitch away from home. We got 
a good result in the home game 
against Newport, but obviously 


we’re looking to perform better 
and hopefully become more con¬ 
sistent with our away form, while 
maintaining our positive home 
form from last season.” 

Widdowson, now in his second 
season at Sixfields, has made the 
left-back spot his own since join¬ 
ing from Rochdale in July 2012 
and the ex-West Ham defender 
says he wants to keep on improv¬ 
ing. 

“That’s what you play football 
for, you don’t want to stay at the 
same level,” he said. 


“I do think it’s an important sea¬ 
son for me. 

“They are all important seasons, 
but last season was my first sea¬ 
son at Northampton and you’re 
always looking to build and 
improve. 

“But I also think there are a lot of 
players in our team who could 
probably play higher, if given that 
opportunity. 

“So it’s an important season for 
us all as a collective. We’ve all got 
ambitions to play higher and 
that’s the objective for all of us.” 


Hackett dismissal could benefit Cobblers 


Aidy Boothroyd says Chris 
Hackett’s sending off at Southend 
United may actually end up being 
a blessing in disguise for 
Northampton Town. 

The winger was back in the 
Cobblers team at Roots Hall for 
his first game since returning 
from a torn achilles tendon, but 
lasted just 22 minutes as he was 
dismissed for picking up two yel¬ 
low cards for reckless challenges. 

Hackett will now sit out 
Saturday’s League Two home 
clash with Torquay United, but 
Boothroyd said his enforced 
extended absence will benefit 
Town going forward. 

He said: “It might actually work 
out in our favour, because he is a 


big player for us and we’ll be able 
to get another two weeks training 
and a practice match under his 
belt, by the time we go to Bristol 
Rovers a week on Saturday. 

“We can manage him better 
and, what we don’t want to do, is 
lose a player longer term. 

“That’s obviously my dilemma 
with players coming back from 
long-term injuries because, while 
you want to stretch them as far as 
they’ll go, we don’t want to do 
anything to break them and 
make sure they are available for 
as many games as possible.” 

The visit of Torquay to Sixfields 
on Saturday also sees some famil¬ 
iar faces return - most notably 
Ben Harding - while Cobblers 


midfielder Ian Morris will be up 
against the club he left in the 
summer. 

Boothroyd admits that, 
although it was a shame to see 
Harding leaves the club in the 
summer, he has been more than 
impressed with his own summer 
acquisition. 

“Ben (Harding) did very well for 
us last year and, in the end, I 
wanted to keep him but he’s got 
himself a longer-term deal else¬ 
where. I wish him well - but obvi¬ 
ously not on Saturday. 

“In Ian Morris’ case, he’s going 
to turn out to be a really top play¬ 
er for this club. He brings a bal¬ 
ance to us that we’ve not had 
before, in terms of us being able 


to overload our midfield. That 
also gives Chris Hackett a little 
bit more licence to attack and we 
can get more out of him from an 
offensive point of view. 

“We’ve now also got the added 
option of playing three in mid- 
field, because Ian can play in 
there if required. I’m really 
pleased with what I’ve seen of 
him so far.” 

Boothroyd also confirmed that 
striker Roy O’Donovan, who 
missed a penalty at Southend, 
will keep spot kick duty for now. 

“He’ll score the next one, I’m 
sure,” said Boothroyd. “They 
usually go straight in, he’ll get 
one more chance and then we’ll 
have a look at someone else.”

The 23-year-old left-handed all- 
rounder was the star of the show 
for Northamptonshire Steelbacks 
in the Friends Life t20 final at 
Edgbaston on Saturday, putting in 
a stunning man of the match dis¬ 
play to inspire the side to a crush¬ 
ing 102-run win over Surrey to win 
the club’s first major silverware 
for 21 years. 

He smashed 60 from 27 balls, 
while his first ever half century in 
t20 cricket - which was achieved 
in just 19 balls - was the fastest of 
the tournament. He then stood 
out with the ball, ending with fig¬ 
ures of 4-9, which included a hat- 
trick to secure the trophy, while a 
run out and a catch capped a mar¬ 
vellous display. 

Willey made his England Lions 
bow against Bangladesh A at 
Bristol on Tuesday, but thinks he 
still has a way to go to force his 
way into contention for the full 
England squads. 

“I don’t think I’m ready for it yet,” 
he said. 

“I think I need to be a bit more 
consistent and nail my skills more 
often. 

“Ultimately, I’d like to play inter¬ 
national cricket and if I keep doing 
the right things, then maybe the 
chance will come one day. 

“But I’ll just take every game as it 
comes, try and have more days 


like Saturday and then maybe I’ll 
get there quicker. 

“I just try to perform for the side 
I’m playing for and if an England 
call happens then so be it, but I 
don’t think about it too much.” 

But Steelbacks’ t20 skipper Alex 
Wakely thinks it is only a matter of 
time before Willey forces his way 
into England’s thinking and also 
praised his performance in 
Saturday’s final, when he was 


moved up the order to open the 
batting at short notice, after a 
wrist injury ruled Kyle Coetzer out 
of the Surrey showdown. 

Wakely said: “It’ll surprise me if 
that guy (Willey) isn’t playing for 
England, especially in white ball 
cricket, before too long. 

“His performance in the final 
wasn’t a shock. We knew that if 
one of the openers went down, 
he’d step in anyway, he’s done it 


for us before in 40-over cricket as 
well. He’s shown he can be a qual¬ 
ity all-rounder, that was his first 
50 in t20 cricket and to score the 
fastest in the tournament just 
shows his calibre. 

“David has been fantastic for us 
all season, he has got his Lions call 
up this week which he thoroughly 
deserves and, if he keeps perform¬ 
ing like he did on Saturday, then 
who knows where he can get.” 



Ripley hopes t20 is springboard to treble 



Proud Northamptonshire 
Steelbacks head coach David 
Ripley says he hopes their Friends 
Life t20 win will be the spring¬ 
board to an incredible treble suc¬ 
cess this season. 

Ripley’s charges ended the coun¬ 
ty’s 21-year wait for a major trophy 
at Edgbaston on Saturday and are 
also still in with a shout of qualify¬ 
ing for the semi-finals of the 
Yorkshire Bank 40, while are also 
vying for promotion to Division 
One of the LV County 
Championship. 

Having been part of the 1992 
Natwest Trophy winning side, 
Ripley said Saturday’s win was a 
special feeling and also that 
achieving their main target of pro¬ 
motion is their main goal for the 
rest of the campaign. 

He said: “It’s fantastic. We talked 
a bit about the 21-year wait before 
finals day on Friday night and I got 
a bit self indulgent. 

“It’s pretty special when you’ve 
waited that long and, hopefully, 


we won’t have to wait that long for 
our next special day - this is a great 
feeling. 

“Our goal at the start of the sea¬ 
son was to achieve promotion and 
win more one-day games, we 
didn’t talk about qualifying for - or 
winning -120 finals day. 

“But of course we want to do well 
in all of the competitions and, hav¬ 
ing won the amount of games 
we’ve won, that’s one ticked off for 
us now. If we win back at Edgbaston 
next Monday we may well get into 
the semi-finals of the YB40, but 
promotion would be massive. 

“We want to test ourselves in the 
top division, there are some fine 
teams up there and, day in, day 
out as pro cricketers, that’s the 
place to be playing.” 

With homegrown players like 
David Willey now likely to be in 
demand, Ripley also said he wants 
to keep his winning side together 
and hopes the t20 win is just the 
start of a period of success for the 
county. 


“It’s very rewarding to see players 
like David (Willey) and Alex 
Wakely - who have come through 
our academy - enjoying this suc¬ 
cess,” he said. 

“We’ve got a nice balance of 
young lads that know the club well 
and care for it and some very expe¬ 
rienced professionals, that make 
for a good dressing room. 

“I’d like to think it’s the start of 
something and certainly we want 
to keep this group together. 


“Hopefully winning cricket 
matches and being part of a win¬ 
ning team is special for all of them. 

“The guys really care about what 
we’re trying to do. 

“That’s very important for all of 
them to know, that you’ve got 
someone coming in looking after 
their own game and the mentality 
is that they want to win and quali¬ 
fy for the quarter-finals, then 
finals day and then they want to 
win it. It’s been fantastic.” . 


Solanki offers no 
excuses for loss

Surrey captain Vikram Solanki admitted 
Northants were “just too good” as he 
reflected on his side’s crushing 102-run 
Friends Life t20 defeat to the Steelbacks 
at Edgbaston. 

Solanki praised Northants’ batting and 
admitted his side were always up against 
it, having been set a target of 195 to win 
off just 18 overs following rain delays, 
and so it proved - with Surrey being skit¬ 
tled out for 92. 

“For them to come out and bat in the 
manner they did - against an attack who 
have been consistently good throughout 
the campaign - was quite outstanding,” 
he said. 

“Once they had posted the total they 
did, it was always going to be difficult for 
us and they put us under a lot of pres¬ 
sure. 

“There are some very skilful, experi¬ 
enced bowlers that the Northants bats¬ 
man played very well against. We’d have 
dearly loved to have got into a bit of a 
scrap, but all credit to them for the way 
they batted. 

“A lot is made of scoreboard pressure 
and we certainly felt some scoreboard 
pressure trying to chase their score. We 
needed to get off to a really good start, 
keep with the run rate and keep wickets 
in hand. 

“But it wasn’t to be. They made sure 
they applied that pressure on us by tak¬ 
ing wickets.” 


No place in India 
a shame - Wakely

Winning captain Alex Wakely admits he 
is disappointed that the 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks will be 
prevented from entering the Champions 
League t20 competition after winning 
the Friends Life t20. 

English sides are unable to compete in 
the competition due to its dates clashing 
with the end of the County Championship 
season. 

That means Wakely and co. won’t be 
able to test themselves on the biggest 
stage against the world’s best when the 
fifth edition of the t20 Champions 
League is played in India between 
September 17 to October 6. 

He said: “At the moment I’m still on top 
of the world after picking up that trophy, 
but it is a bit disappointing that we won’t 
be there if you think about it a little bit. 

“It’s a bit of a shame that we can’t com¬ 
pete around the world with the best 
teams and get that chance to compete on 
a stage that will launch some players into 
stardom. 

“For us as English players now, it’s now 
going to be much harder to get picked for 
things like the IPL because, if you’re in 
the Champions League, you’re in the 
world public eye. 

“So it is a little bit of a shame for me, but 
unfortunately it’s something that’s out of 
our control.”
